TO SHOVEL SNOW.

The new rotary snow-plow pur-

ehased recently by the operating
department of the Southern Pacific
Company has been put in working
condition, and left ‘Sacramento on
Monday to combat the snow and
ice on the Salt Lake division of the
Central Pacific road. It was es-
pecially purchased to keep the Ore-
gon and Cahforma tracks clear in
the neighborhood of Mt. Shasta and
the Siskivon mountains, but owing
to the track being new and in a very
unsettled condition it was concluded
to use the old snow-plows on that
road for fear that the rotary plow
would jump the track and become
demolished. Accordingly it was
sent over to the Eastern end of the
Central Pacific, where, although
there is not much snow just now,
yet there is a sofficcent amount to
give it a trial.

Railway officials pronounce the
rotary snow-plow the best possible
means ever devised for getting rid
of & snow blockade. 'The particular
ene alluded to weighs fifty tons
without its coal and water supply,
and costs $15,000, or just twice as
much as two good locomotives. It
is square in form, and contains
poweriul machinery to move the
steel blades that cut and shovel the
snow and ice. The steel blades are
arranged much hke the propeller of
& steam vessel, and are worked at a
speed of 200 revelutions a minute.
The plow, itself, however is moved
by a locomotive the same as any
erdinary plow, but more than one
locomotive is hardly ever required.
The capacity of these plows for re-
moving snow from a road is said to
exceed that of and numver of men
who might be crowdsd along any
given piece of track. And it not
only removes the snow from the
track, but throws it up and through
s wide pipe or funuel away off from
the road bed. It is calculated that
the rotary plow can clear a railroad
track of any impeding snow and ice
of an average depth of six feet while
beir g pushed along by a locomotive
running from twelve to fifteen miles
an hoar.

These plows are now in successful
operation on the Umon Pacific, the
Oregon Railway and Navigation
Company and the Northern Pacific
vroads. Quite recently on the latter
line some 200 miles of track were
cleared of snow, in many places fii-
teen feet deep, in about sixteen

“hours.
